22 stations* These > figures 
represent 1 a MINIMUM of Condors and were arrived at through g: process■ 
which eliminates every possibility of duplicating sightings . The 52 
individual birds does not indicate on. increase or decrease of the Condor 
population? but does seem to be consistent with the findings' of the 
three previous surveys-1965-38 / 1986-51$ 1967^56* As was expected? the 
greatest number of sightings was made on the Tefon Ranch in S. Kern 
County,Calif. (Audubon Conservation Topics-Wesi)

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ZOOS OF THE WORLD-ttt S TORY OF THE OKLAHOMA CITY ZOO by Judy Field s 

The Oklahoma Ci ty Zoo . origina ted in 190 4 in Wheeler Park oit SW 10th 
and Sho,rtel Streets. Located near the North Canadian River<, it was in 
the *heart of o, growing frontier town. The first zoo animal was a young 
' fawn, : • ; - . .; .' - - 

By 1923? the zoo head become g well-knoion exhibit <* However^ in the 
spring of 1923* the waters of the North Canadian practically destroyed 
all of Wheeler' Pcrrk« The old zoo was temporarily located at the! old, 

State Fairgroundsy now Douglo,ss High School at 900 N\ Eastern^ for 18 
months —just enough time for the conges to be relocated in Lincoln Park* 
The City tod purchased, Lincoln Park s , consisting of 632 o,cres located 
at NE 36 th and, Ecus tern Street # 

Immediately after the flood s funds were allocojted to: fence 19 acres 
of the park adjacent fo Northeast Lake . Most of the hoofed stock was 
saved from the flood * However p most of the big cats drowned because 
they could not get out of their cages . The monkey exhibit was also 
saved,. All surviving animals were moved to the State Fairgrounds and 
eventually to Lincoln Park # • 

• - The old, zoo at Wheeler Park had also contained, a fine bird, display « 
After the- flood# the flight cage was moved to Lincoln Park where it . 
still stands tod,ay 9 Funds vjere provided for the move by WPA * 

A large rock barn on the premises of Lincoln Park was converted, 

1 to house the bears? cats? and monkeys , Shortly after this building was 
occupied,?- it was destroyed by fire * All of the large animals perished? - 
but most of the smcAler ones were rescued ♦ 
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The first Federal Government projects were initiated under the C*D*C 
programs in 1932 and 1933* It was at this time that the idea, of building 
a new zoo was first formed ♦ In 1937? actual construction began « Master 
plans had been drawn in 193 4 by a committee of resident city engineers? 
landscape architects? and Federal Government engineers and landscape 
architects . 

The zoo at this time contained 37 acres? and was bound with no * 
upright fences ♦ Rather the fences were laid down andl crossed and made 
of barbed wire. There were no roads within the zoo or around it . 

Planting grew up through the wire and webs allowed, to grow wild forming 
a ™natural habitat™. This plan continued for nine years but vms later 
changed as some of the animals escaped and the planting became thick 

and overgrown * • 

Since 1938? many vo,luable additions to the zoo have been mpjde 
through gifts? donations? and bond issues . Some of these additions are 
the seal pool(Sertom Club)? hoofed mamma, 1 pens? giraffe house? water . 
bird area? information center? diet Kitchen? animal nursery(now used 
for reptile and amphibian exhibits)? and the Children 1 s Zoo (Richardsron 
Fund), Robberson Steel Company done, ted Texas Longhorns? deer? buffalo? 
and wapitti(elK) during the years 19^7-1 955* On 16 July 1968? the 
registered voters of Oklahoma City approved a $112,8 million Capitol 
Improvement Program bond issue , Of this amount $7?^5^?56o»00 will go 
to the park and recreation facilities? the o,reo, of the bond issue 
which concerns the zoo * With the passage of this bond, issue? many new 
improvements and additions will be possible? drainage of Northeast Lake 
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(which has been accomplished) and the building of a-seawall on the west 
shore / erosion control program r f or our hoofed animal area/ /and acqui¬ 
sition of 1?000 acres for breeding' purposes and for parking]? wdt'erfow 1 
display area/ bird- house(which the zoo presently does .not have)?zoo 
service area(providing kitchen?shops#lounge for employees?showers? 
greenhouse? food s to-rage ) ?new cheetah house « These,'improvements will, 
total $1 , 7 mill ton. 

In 1955? ;i FriencLs of the Zoo-*' was formed , This group made donations 
to the primoAe building constructed in 1950 with bonal issue funds * 

In 1962? this group became the Oklahoma, Zoological Society? primarily 
an -advisory committee to the zoo. The zoo itself became- an independent 
operation in 1905 ? the. programs o,nd operation of the zoo totally under 
the division-.of -The zoo, 

A co-operative research program with the University of Oklahoma 
Medical School originated in 1963 * The poAhology■-laboratory is now 
located north of the zoo? an area originally the site of a zoo hospital 
in 1937* The hospital .was, built on this site (N .Grand Blvd. )with WPA ■ 
funds* This . rock dgrn axis remodeled in 1965 to become the 1 a b 0 ra tor y 
where autopsies are conducted.I on the zoohs animcols? parasite ■ checks 
are made? research is conducted on heart disease in zoo-animals $ and, the 
zoo r s resident ve.terinario,n(who also, does work-for the Ve teran's 
Hospital and the Medical, School) maintains his office. 

Presently? the Oklahoma City Zoo is contained in 110 o,cres of 
Lincoln Park. Approximately 1200 animals are on exhibit , This' includes 
the new Children r s Zoo completed in June i 960 * The zoo has an operating' 
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budget of $500,000 a.-:year* The gate fee of $.50 for adults, $ 9 25 for 
children 12 through 17 and children under 12 free with adults was 
initiated -Angus t 1 , 1 965 • There had previously been no admission charge 
and attendance figures lucre calculated by guessing. Since the initia¬ 
tion of the gate charge, attendance has steadily climbed with ^ 87,073 
people visiting the zoo in fiscal year 1 967-1968 and a gate revenue ■ 
for that fiscal year of $ 111 , 517 * 08 . 

The zoo has received assistance in purchasing many of the animals 
through the Oklahoma Zoologim! Society. Another valuable contributor 
is the Rockwell Foundation which provided $150,000 to help construct 
the Children 1 s Zoo and $25?000 to buildl a forthcoming Cheetah House. 

The Zoo is also indebted to many individuals who have donated food, 
animals and building materials. 

The zoo f s. boysic objectives are research, education, conservation > 
and recreation. Presently there is a program in animal behavior. 

The zoo s s education department, formed in February 1966 with two full 
time people.., , is responsible for all publicity, the library, all tour ■ 
programs,- all public participation programs, etc. 

Our scientific- curators are engaged in" zoo-related research. The - 
zoo p s library contains 1,000 volumes, ,172 per iodi cals, and 10,000 seperates

/ l _JGLIMP SE_J) F THE JAPANESE ZOOS by Marvin L. J o ne s 

For six days in the first week of February 1969$ I was pleased to 
he able to visit some of the ma j or zoological gar dens in Jd pa n p a nd a t 
this time would like to make a brief report on my observojtions as they 
would most interest members of the AAZK « The Japanese Zoo Keeper P I founds 
occupies a most important niche p in some zoos he is the only professional , 
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zoo directors in many cities are only allowed to continue in their jabs 

a few yeojrs* and very few home any zoological knowledge or training, 
administrators being predominant ♦ Many are given the job of zoo director 
as a sort of plum by benevolent' city governments or private companies . 

Thus, I found that the Head Keeper in most zoos was really a ki/ngpin, 
and' along with the Curators and or Veterinarians provided the necessary< 
continuity over the years . In almost all copses, the animal records are 
kept by the Head Keeper, and surprisingly, many popular books are written 
by keepers P such as that on the gorilla by the keeper in Nagoya 9 Wages 
are very small,. however, and it is very ho^rd, to oAtract a sufficient number 
of young men and women to staff the many zoos in Japan « The average keeper 
makes about $55*50 a month, and receives two bonuses, once in the spring 
and once in the fall » The spring bonus is about equal to one month s s pay f 
the fall bonus equal to two month ! s po^y* At retirement which is about 
age 55? he will receive roughly 60 fo of his highest monthly pay, and a 
lonrge monetary gift*, which may be several hundred dollars . Consider¬ 
ing the high cost of living in Japo^n todays this is not mt all high * He 
mo^y, of course, receive some fringe benefits such o;s free housing, but 
not at all zoos * It requires a dedicated man to be a keeper in Japan • 

There are almost no women keepers in Japan, and no organizatVm similar 
to the AAZK* I did find interest in-creating such Qj group, however 
despite all it's modernity P Japan still clings t to many feudal practices 
and it will be some years before a zoo keepers, association can be 
initiated • 

During my brief stay, I was able to visit the Ueno Zoo in Tokyo, 


the new Tama- Zoological Park on the outskirts of Tokyo, Nogeyama Zoo 
in Yokohama & 'Temnoji Zoo in Osaka, Hi gas hiyoinu Zoo in Nagoya and 
the Jbpan Monkey Center located in Tnuyama City, about 35 minutes 
from Nagoya. It is operated under the auspices of the Meite-tv/Rail¬ 
way Line (which also owns several department stores, and. hotels) and ' 
has a fair amount of' money : for new exhibits and new specimens. Since'' ; 
it is relatively unknown in Americag I would like to tell yow o, little 
bit. about It. The JMC is actually divided into three .main areas / 
the .large new research center which is closed to the publicf the. 
older area where there is a free living colony of Yakut'. Macaques 
(Macaco, fuscata yakui) that can be easily' approached -and fed by the 
publici and the Monkey Center Zoo which contains besides some 80 
kinds of primates, deer, kangaroosp sea-lions, birds; and a large 
museum which contains thousands of drawings, statues, dolls and other 
representatives of monkeys « This part of JMC is reachedl from the city 
center via a monorail/ made in the Alweg style, that is running on a 
concrete rail,. raider than hanging from a suspended rail.. The zoo 
covers many acres, contains a large modern visitors center which intro - 
duces the visitor to the world of primates via, pictures and mounted 
specimens (and also has a modern lecture hall), large outdoor areas in 
which the animals are only given' crude shelter, and. which have large"... 
breeding colonies of lintel lus Langur and Paths . Monkey, plus more con- 
ventiono,! exhibits behind, glass and wire • With the exception of the ’ 
marmosets and, nocturnal species, all- primates have access to fresh air 
the year-round. On the day of my visit the temperature 'was below ■ 


freezing and a hard breeze worn blowing* The zoo is located.I above the 
city on the side of a large wooded mountain and the view is spectacular c 
Among the more unusual and. rare exhibits were: pairs., of Hoolopk and- 
Silver Gibbonsj a pair of Siamang with a baby born in September ,1968j 
five Humboldt * s Woolly Monkey with a baby born in June 19‘68j. a trio 
of lornge Capped Langur (one erf which was-- born there in- 1968): a large 
male Red Howler Monkeyj Diadem Monkeyl Bornean Orang Utens* Slender 
Loris l almost all major species of Baboons j Spectacled.I Langur Homl'yn 1 s 
Monkey: eight species of Marmosetj and a large series of Spider and 
Capuchin Monkey 1 s * It is of some interest to note that a female Red 
Colobus Monkey (Colobus badius badius) lived here from 19 October 1961 
to 30 December 1067* probably a new record for this rare species in 
captivity* Briefly in May of 1961 p the zoo had a fully adult' pair of 
Mountain Gorilla sent from the Congo by Cordier s however p they died 
due to exposure on the long journey > and are now mounted and on exhibit 
in the museum * - 

Of the other zoos seen$ one $ Nagoya 9 had > a number of large male 
Pinnipeds p who have the huge fur capes seen usually only on those mounted 
in zoological museums * One p in fad p a Stellar See.t Lion p may be the 
largest of his species ever shown in a zoo 0 He ■ arrived in October .1958$ 
just a few months after the imposing male Northern Fur Seal*■ There also 


is a large breeding colony of California Sea Lions* The only Snow 
Leopard in Japan is a really beautiful female who come . in May 1962* In 
the small Reptile House is an exhibit of eight Chinese Alligators- s - 
probably the largest number in any one zoo outside China* Nagoya*," of 
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coursef is famous for it's show of a trio of now" adult Lowland Garillas* 
Until last spring? the Keeper still entered the cage? i but' because of their 
size and the unpredictability’ ofi the male? he now uses only voice 
commands from outside the moated outdoor cage * The show is not as smooth 
as in years gone by? but still is no doubt the only one of its hind in 
the: world today ? and.I is most impressive * In fact? a few new tricks have 
been added since last summer * 

Other exhibits of note seen in Japan were a fine new Penguin House 
in Osaka? complete with many center c'fic penguins (Kings ? Ma c car oni p Rock- 
hopper and Gentoo)? the large five storyAquarium~Herpe tdriumr in Tokyo 
which has a pair of Komodo Dragons about six feet long; breeding pair 
of Indian Rhinoceros a>t Tama? as well as a herd of eleven Reticulated 
Giraffe and two huge Stellar Sea Eaglesj o^n adult pair of Southern 
Sea Elephant in Ueno; many Hooded Cranes in every zoo? with a few Japanese 
White-necked and Manchurians (which are much roarer in the wild); Banded 
Civet (Hemigains) and a pair of Tamand.ua in Yokohama* 

Many facts were uncovered during this trip that have not been 
given widespread coverage outside Japan before? such as the birth of a 
Sun x Sloth Bear hybrid in Tama last year (which did not live); and 
the birth of several Sloth Bears in the Yokohama Zoo * The parents 
arrived 1 4 June 1955 as eight month old.I youngsters * The first birth was 
recorded 5 January I960? and the cubs died about four months of age . 

Two more vjere born 2 January 1963? but these died the same day * In Jan¬ 
uary 19653 Qjnother litter of two was born? one died soon thereafter? but 
the other was raisedl and sold to a Yokohama animal dealer . Two born 
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in January 1968 a-ncl on 30 January. 1969 failed to survive * I also dis- 
covered that the OsoJm Zoo had exhibited a Giant ■ 'Armadillo from 29 
September 1962 until 27 February 1 967 * Currently $ that zoo exhibits a 
very rare ps i ttdcine^ the Blue-headed Ro^cquet-tailed Parrot (Prioni turns 
discurus)$ and- has a large breeding colony of European White S f o rks $ now 
in the second generation .
